As thus wee are deceived in judging of our ſelves 
fortherime preſest,ſo alſo paſf,and to come: forthe 
time paſt, we have an example inthe Phariſees, that 
faid, if they had lived in the dayes of their fathers, 
they would not have murdred the Prophets, when 
yer, their bloody perſecution of Chrif, that taught 
no other dofrine than thar which the Prophets of 
old had done,might ſufficiently diſcover the deceir- 
 falneſſe of their hearts in this kind. Thus what wic- 
ked miſcreant is there, thar will not be ready to cry| 
out upon the high Prieſts, the Jewes & trecherous 
Indzs, with the reſt that had their hands in Chrifts 
blood;and as for them, if they had then lived, they 
would have taken Chrifts part, againſt the I ewes; apd. 
ſo Hoopers and Bradfords part, againft Bonner and 
Gardiner? A likely matter,they now make ſo much 
of thoſe in whom the piety and zeale of thoſe holy |*

dy being ſuppled, is the more agile and nimble for 
action : as in Tacob. after that he had been ſoaked in 
this oyle, and bathed in this Barhof heavenly com- 
forts in Bethel.as it were a generousand manly horſe 
refreſhed with a bait in his journey:: the texr ſayes, 
that he /3fi #p his feet, that is, wene chearfully, and 
with good heart and courage forwatd in hisrravell. 
But our ferwporary, after his beſt refreſhing with the 
ſpirituall delicates, riſeth up with thoſe 1ſrae/tes to 
play : he is as weak and impotent as before, cither 
for reſiſting tempration;, or performing any good 
duty. Sofarishe from /fting wp bis feet with Tacob, | 
to run the wayes of Gods commandements with David. 
The traveller thathy the way drinks agood draughe 
of wine, is refreſhed, and thereby: enabled for his 
travell; if he onely ſippe of ic wich his mouth, ſtill 
he will remaine faint and weary, unable to hold on 


in travell, So is it with the temporary beleever, 


char onely ſippes of this ſpicituall wine, he cannot. 
ave Davias {trengtb,to:rnne the way of

Gods commandements. Here then is the diſcovery 


in prayer,

the fruit of a well ordred hearr and life followsnor. 
Andtherefore in trath he cannot have any ſound 
comforr in them,as any evidences of juſtifying faith, 
for excellently ſaich Z2ch.coupled theſe two things 
| rogether, fs give light to them that ſit in darknes and 
in the ſhadow of death,{which T interpret aſwel of the 
light of 709 and comfort in the affe@F3ovs, as of kyow- 


edge in the wnderſianding, end to guide our feet into 


the waies of peace.So that if once being refreſhed with 


towalke in the wayes of peace, bur fit ſtill inthe 
chaire of floth,holding the hand in rhe boſome: it is 
an argument it was go truelight, bue onely a fodain 
and deceirfull flaſhing that ſhone unto us. 

3. The joy ofthe Lord ſheweth irs ftrenpth, in ze- 
ceiving #8 after our falls, temptations, deieFions. As 
we may (ſec inDevi4in temprationand diftrefle fee- 
ling the abſence of the Spirit,and Gods eſtranging of 
himſelfe from him, he prayes, Lord lift thou up the 
light of thy conwmtenance,ſtriving to recover his loſſe. 
But how,and by whatargumeot+? by the experience 
( of the ioy which formerly he had felt in the appre- 
henſion of Gods favour; Thou hoſt given me more joy 


{che joy that David had felt in Gods favour in time 


toGod, whois thematter of our ioy,even then when 
eirher he is departing from us, by with-drawing his 
{face from our eyes, or wee departing from him, 
by with-drawing our neck from his yoke * we have 


the warmrh of chis light, of chis fire, we riſe not up| 


then they have hedin abundence of corn and oyle. Lo,| 


| paſt, ſet his teeth on edge afteg it again : a notable | 
properey of true fpirituall ioy;it makes us cleave faft 
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the Lord,for that it was better wich her before,then 
fiace her revolt. And ſo the Prodzgall ſon, when he 
was pinched with famine, calling ro minde the for- 
mer good fare at his Fathers houſe,reſolveth there- 
upon to returne home againe. Hence it was, that 
Chrift going abour torecover the Church of Ephe- 
ſe, ſomething falne,bhe puts her in mind of her for- 
mer eſtate, andthe happy priviledges thereof which 
now ſhe wanted: Remember from whence thou art 
fallen,and repent,gF#c. That is,confider what kind of 
eſtate thou waſt in; in the time ofthy firſt love,how 
full of peace,joy in the holy Ghoſt, liberty of ſpirit, 


wil follow: for he that hath once rafted of the ſweet 
of this joy,is ſo affeGed therewith,that with Pavwhe 
would ratherdye than lofe it. And therefore, fee- 
ling it to be ſomething eclipſed by his falls, he can 
never be atreſt,tilby renewinþ of his repentance,he 
be again repoſſeſſed of ir. Burt now it is far other- 
wiſe with the baſe counterfeit joy of the Temporary 
beleever. The true beleevers joy ariſcth'from a 

thorow apprehenſion of Gods mercy by faith,from 
a thorow feeling ofthe warmth of the Enazgelicall 
wize,cheering him evenart the very heart,and there- 

fore this joy obrainedthe chiefty and ſoveraignty 

in his ſou] ; for the joy in ontward things was but as 
a ſhadow, and in them, as before was ſaid, he rejoy-

| mouth,he begins to think with himſelf: O in what 


a happy caſe was I , when I walked faichfully and 
uprightly with my God ! © the ſweet ſongs of the 
night,and heavenly inſpirations of the Almighty! O 
the gracious viſitation of the Spirit, and teachings 


| ofthe reinesin the night ſeaſon! How was T then fed 


with the bread of Angels, and feaſted with the dain- 
tieſt of thoſe heavenly delicates? Why then do I de- 
prive my ſelf of all theſe confforts by mine owne 


now the Termperaries joy ariſeth onely from a very 
light and ſuperficiallapprehenfion of the promiſes, 
onely from a ſipping of this winein the month, and 
not from any operation therof at the heart:&there- 
fore his joy, as we ſhewed , was greater'in' outward 
things then in ſpiricuall:and hence it comesto paſſe, 
that-when for the retaining oftheſe temporall com- 


| ONCE interrupted, quite dieth : for it was not of that 
force to leave ſo deep an impreffion;. in his heart, 


Jas that afterwards he ſhould be affected with the re- 
| membrance thereof, in ſo powerfull a manner as 
| thereby to be raiſed up apgaine ,to ſecke the Lord 


afreſh by a renewed a& of faith and repentance. Bur 


the joy and comfort of the trne beleever had ſuch a 
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neglipence ? W hy rerurne I notagaine ro my good 
' | God,to enjoy his heretofore taſted ſweernefle? Bur 
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forts he begins to fall.,hus ſpiritual joy,by this means |*- 
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were repleniſhed with the joy ofthe holyGhoſt.Bur 
jrhe Temporaries joy come not ſo flowly, bnr it 
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quickniog and reviving vertae it ir, that hee cannot 
bur remember ir,evenin his more grievous falls,and 
wich the Propher,in the remembrance thereof, fay, 
I will zecer forget thy precepts « for by them thou 
heft quickped mee. 

- I'V. The joy of true Faith, is a more orderly,and 
leiſurely joy, ic comes not all on the ſudden,buru- 
(ually. by certaine ſteppes and degrees, inrhis man- 
ner. Firſt, the beleever ſees his owne ſinfull wret- 
chedneſle,clearly repreſented tohis cies in rhe glaſs 
ofthe Law, and therenpon agaſt with ſo fearefull a 
fight, he is in great diſtreſſe, feeling how biceer and 
burdenſome his fins are:for which being throughly 
pricked and perplexed in conſcience, and knowing 
chereis no remedy bur faith in Chriſt, he beginneth 
ro hunger for Chrifts righteouſnefle, and for Faich 
co apprehend ir, yawning in his deſires, even like 
the dry and thirſty ground. This Faith when at 
length he hath got by many ſtrong and loud cryes, } 
ſept up to the throne of Grace, he feeleth his mind 


of the Lord. An example of joy thus wrought, wee 
have in thoſeConverts of Pefer,who were firſt pric- 
ked and wounded in Spirit, crying out to the Apo- 
ſtles, for ſome releefe;and then afterward,hearing 
the promiſes, and receiving the Sacraments , they 


(prouterh forth like 7o»as Gourd ſuddenly in one 


ight. And therfore in che Parable is is ſaid, thatthe 
ecdin the ſtony ground incontinenelyſprung forth. 
Andin the expoſition of the Parable, Gturith ſayes, 
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calmed, and beginneth to rejoyce in the ſalvation |

namely,for the fir ſeaſon. Iris ſpoken (I take it) in| 


[the ſtony ground, bur retaines the ſeed within, till

juſt cauſe toſuſpe& them asdeceirfall, and to feare 


ripe ſoone rotten. As in travellers, he that at the firſt 
is ſo free and froltke, and ſpurres it, and gallops ir 
ſo luſtily, hee overtakes indeed many in the way, 
and leavesthem behind ; bur at length his horſe is 
ryred,and rhen he is overtaken,to his ſhame, of the 
more ſober,& moderateRider, whom ere-while hee 
paſſed by, as an over-ſlow companion :ſoin this ſpi- 
cirnall journey ourSaviour noterh ir,that many of the

Nicodemns? Nicodetous cams cloſely, and by ftealth|

when Nicodemus was but aflow ſcholler (carſe capa- |

ble of the firſt elements of Chriſtianity,-as namely, 
of 
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ofthe doftrine of Regeneration, Indas was a forward 
andzealousPreacher : And yet art laſt , Nichodemws 
that was /aff, became firſt ;zand Tudas that was firſ# , 
became /aſt: when Tudas did treacherouſly betray 
Chriſt in the night, he did faithfully profeſſe him in 
the day; and when Tndas his great faith was turned 
into helliſh deſpaire , then he went and hung him- 
ſelfe ; then did Nzcodemws his lictle Faith, become 
ſtrong and bold, that he durſt openly beg, and he- 
nourably. bury the body of Jeſus. Hee that runs 0- 
yer eagerly at the firſt beginning of his race,quick- 
ly runnes himſelfe out of breath, and cannot poſſi- 
bly hold, our, Untimely fruits, children that come 
before theirtime are urſhapen.and deformed chil- 
dren, and dee not live: Soaretheſe Temporaries, 
| whoſe graces come our of the womb, before they 
have their juſt conception, miſhapen and defor- 
med Chriſtians, and ſuch kind of graces quickly 
| vaniſh : It fareth withthem as with children that are 
roo timely witty and wiſe above their age;of whom 
| wee lay, and experience ſhewes as much, they are 
not long lived; when we ſee a Chriftian,atthe very 
firſt daſh break- forth into zeale, above the age of 
bis Chriftiapity, it is butan ill ſigne, a preſage of no 
durable foundnefle. The flattering of the Suns 
rayes often drawes forth the bloſſames very early : 


red, and ithad been betrer they had nor been ſo 
forward. Itis good then for Chriſtians, that would 
not deceive themſelves, to take heed of the ſtony 
ground: overforwardnes, in their firſt beginnings to 
{be wiſely moderate , when they are but children in 
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bur afterward come cold nips, and then allis mar-|

Pyxthagoras Schollers,of whomthe beſt and moſt to- | 
wardly were tohold heir peace for the ewo firſt 
yeares, and nor before thus throughly cipened, to 
ſhew themſelves. Then may they have joy as, of 
other of their pifts, ſo of theſe joyes and feelings 
which now we ſpeak of. But the Teryporaries rejoy- 
cing is not good. Though God give him ſome taſts 


greater payment to follow, ſoas they are tothe E- 
le&, even the firſt fruits, promifing an ample harveſt 
but only a {ay of precious wares, which oftetitimes 


whole : for this joy wanteth both facer/tp, being 
defiled , f#/neſſe being flight and defeQtive, ſirength 
being faint and feeble, roderetionwbeing anſeaſona- 
ble, forward andhaſty. And therfore,though a kind 
© of Spixirualt joy, yetfor this deceit, deſerveth 

theſame check wherewith Solomon vs

in conſcience, and feltthe two edged-ſword of rhe] 


demanded of Peter, what they ſhould do, namely, 
to be eaſed of their preſent diſtreſſe, received this 
anſwer; Repernt:belike then they had nor repentedas 
yer,for allthe ſmart of their rubbing & palling con- 
ſciences. Nay, mark how Peter preſcribes repeztance| 
as the only ſoveraigne remedy to releeve them in 
chat their agony. Loethen yet a fowlerand profſer 
deceit, to take the diſeaſe for the remedy, to think 
chat becauſe they have the wound curable only by] 
| the Bale of Gilead, therefore they have the Balme 
it ſelfe. Soalſo our S.vionr calleth ſuch as are inf

then of ſinnes guilt, and bids them come unto him. 


A mantherefore may be barthened with the ſenſe 
O « 
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of ſinne, and yet (as yet)not come to Chriſt, Yea» 
there is as great difference betwixtbeing thus hea- 
{vie logden, and commingro Chriſt ; as betwixt ha. 
ving a burthen on ones back , andthe haviog of ir 
caken off: for therefore doth Chriſt call ſach to 
come unto him, that by this meanes chey-might be 
eaſed. And yet more plainly doth our Saviour cleer 
his, when he ſaith, that he came to coll puners (un- 
erſtand it offinners laden with the burthen ot their 
finnes, ſeeing and bewailing their miſery) #0 repe»- 
[zance.Therefore;ro feele ones ſelfe a ſinner, andto 
eetouched with the ſenſe of our miſery, is not al- 
wayes repentance. . Andin the place fore-aleadged, 
{Meatth.x1. 28.he bids ſuch as are laden with ſinne ; 
chat is, ſuch as feele the ſmart of ſins guilr preſſing 
!the conſcience, even them he bids to learn humili- 
[ty : which ſheweth that a man may be affe&ed with | 
ſome ſenſe of ſinne, and yer noc truly humbled in 
godly ſorrow. But chat his deceit, in thinking hee 
hath godly ſorrow , may the betcer appeare, let 
[us briefely examine jt by the Properties of godly ſor-} 
[row. 
Firſt, Godly ſorrow reſpeRts the fizne more than 
the puzihznt, and maketh the repenting ſinner to 
be of this mind, chat hee cares not whar outward 
puniſhment he endures, ſo that he might feele the 
guilt of his finge wathed our of his conſcience, and 
behold che loving countenance of God in Chriſt, 
The voice of godly ſorrow is that of David, take a- 
way the treſpaſſe of thy ſervant. It is the treſpeſſe he 


would have taken away : for as forthe Puniſhment, 
how hee ſtood affected , let his owne words after-

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ward witnefſe when he ſpeaks thus ro God,l/er thine 
hand be pox me and my Fathers houſe, But it is only 
the puniſhment eicher felt, or feared, that cauſeth 
that howling and crying, which ſometimes is in the 
wicked Terporary,as Eſan, Ahab, Tudas, ec. The 
voyce of this baſe ſorrow,is that of Pheraoh,Toke a= 
way this plague.namely,of the outward ſcourge,not 
Take awaythis hard heart, a greater plague than any, 
yea, then all the ten plagnes. Marke the difference 
berwixt Pheroah and Davids the ſiaves griefe,which 
is for the whip; and the ſoanes, whichis for offend- 


| ing his kind and loving father. The oneis the griefe 


of love, the other of feare and hetred. 
Secondly,Godly ſorrow js laſting and durable: My 
ſcare, (aith Devid,gs ever beforeme. Their humiliati- 
on is a continuall at, renued daily; inſomuch , 
thar if they ſometime through weaknefſe omit it, 
chey recompence it with an extraordinary meaſure 
therof afterward, The Propher elſewhere complai- 
neth,thar bis feares were as his ordinary food, which 
if men omit one day, they cate the more for it the. 
next.Bur the ſorrows of theſe Ferporaries are aguiſh, 
and come only by fits and ſtarts. Yet herein not 
aguiſh , that Agues are conſtant in their firtes, and 
ſome of rhem hold long, theſe ſorrows are very un- 
certaine and momentany. They may be ſometimes , 
asa grave Divine ſpeakerh, Sermon-ſick ; but no o« 
cherwiſe than men are Sea-ſick,, who are preſently 
well againe, whenthey come to ſhoare. Here then 
is the deceit of the Temporary, that thinks hee hath 
ſorrowedenough, if that at any time hee feele any

of Gods Spirit. Butin theſe our Temporariesnoſuch 
matter. They may other-while ſhed a few whori/þ 
tears,and bewg dows the head like a bull-ruſh for « day, 
with thoſe 7ewes - bur filthy ſwine that they are, af- 
ter they have waſhed themſelves(in the warers,one 
would have thought of Repentance) they returne 
preſently to their wallowing in the mire of their 
former filthinefſe.

honeſt deſire of your own good doe we deſire it, 
without any reſpe& of our ſelves. Again, when the 
children of God are humbled and caſt down in 
godly ſorrow for their ſmaller finnes, often up- 


on this occaſion the heart beginnerh to conceive 


thoughts of pride.O,there are few that take notice 
of ſuch ſmall ſinnes,or are ſo touched for them, as l. |

In the ſame kinde of 
deceit are ſome brought from preſumption to-de- 
 ſperation, from thinking their fins are nothing, and 
thar they can repent whea they liſt forthem , ro 
think that they are greater than that ever they can 
repent,or finde mercy at Gods hand. By the like de- 
ceit are men come from too much honouting of 
Minifters, which was in Popery, to too much con- 
remning of them, As it was in the Church of Co- 
riath, ſome would give too much tothe Miniſters, 
ſervilely apprentiſing their judgements unto them, 
Iam Paul's, 1 at Apollc's : Another ſort, to avoid 
this extremity onthe right hand, went as farre ou: 
on the lefr, inthe utrer rejeing of the Miniſter : 1 


| #r2 Chriſts, I care not for any Miniſter, but will bee 
| taught immediatly by Chriſt himſelfe. And there- 
| fore Paulafter hee had refured thoſe offending in

As, Clemens was ſo far carried againſt 
worſhip of images, that hee condemned the Art of 
painting. An example of deceit in this kinde wee 
havein Pefer, who for not ſuffering Chriſt to waſh 
his feer, hearing that fearefull anſwer, Yz/eſſe I waſh 
thee thou haſt nopart in me, laſhed out preſently as 


|farre the other way , Lord not feet only, but hands 


and head and aff. Bur it was his fecr only that 
Chritt would wafh, not his hands or head. So the 
Corinthians, being reprehended for their remil- 
neſſe, and carelefle over-ſight in not puniſhing the 
inceſtuous perſon, fell ro over-rigorous ſeverity, in 
not freeing him from puniſhmenr,jin not looſing him 
apon his repentance.So S. Auſten confeſſerh of him- 
ſelfe, that in his defire to avoid carnall delight in 
ſinging, he fell into that extremity of ſeverity, as to 
condemne all delightful! melodie, ticklmg the eare. 
The error in che primicive Church was,to magnifie 
the Apoſtles writings , in contempt of their vocall 
docrine.The letters,faid thefalle Apoſtles, concer- 
ning Part, are ſore and ſirong: but his bodily preſence, 
and his ſpeech # of no value, The Papitſts at this day 
have avoided this errour,by falling into the contra- 


| rie of advancing the doGrine which the Apoſtles, 


[zy they, delivered by word of mourh,their unwrir- 
ten verities, to the ſhameful! diſparagement of their 
written doctrine. And to conclude, how many of 
us, through this deceit, have been brought from

wasthis, in puniſhing others, ſo farre to «xceede, 
that therein alſo we ſhould puniſh ourſelves ? Like 
che hands and other outward parts in the Parable , 
whichdenying to minifter food to the belly,becauſe 
las they ſaid, it was idle and lazie while they labou- 
red,did thereby pine and conſume themſelves. And 
\yetto this end, the deceitfull hearts of rhe Ifraclites 
bring them, upon occaſion of their juſt and lawfu 11] 
zcale. Socafily may the Devill caft in his wild-fire|

fceinthe examples of Cornelius and Toby, rebuked 
by Peter,andthe Angel. Soalfo, from godly ſorrow 
how eaſily doe our deceirfull hearts carry us to im- 
moderate and cxceflive penſiveneſſs; from being 
poore in ſpirit, to be deſperate in ſpirit, Asthe Apo- 


( {tle ſheweth,admoniſhiog the Corzntbzgns,thar they 


would comfort the inceſtuous ſinner , and releaſe 
him of his excommunication , leſt he ſhould upon 
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occaſion of longer continnance inthis juſt ſorrows 
be ſwallowed up of deſpair. For we ore #ot 7gnorant, 
ſayes the Apoſtle,of Safhans wiles, namely, how he 
laboureth to bring us from the juſt meane, to the 
exceſſe. And as it is Sathans,ſo alſo ir is one of our 
own hearrs dece1ts; his deceits, by our conſenting 
being made ours,as I ſhewed in the beginning. Thus 
from the true pradtiſe of mortification, in taming & 
keeping under our fleſhly abſtinence, many have | - 
brought themſelves to too great an auſterity and | 
ſeverity. Hence the whippings and ſuch like exerct- 
ſes of the Papitts. Hence che diſcipline that hath bin 
aſed in Monaſteries , and rhe practiſe of ſome that 
would never eat bur running, left they ſhould feel 
ſome pleaſure and delight in cating. Timothy was 
caught ia this error, when under the colour of abſti- 
nence, forthe reproving of rhe luxurious Epheſians , |1Tim.5.23.. 
he had (o farre macerared his body,rhat the Apoſtle 
| was faine ro preſciibe him Phyſick. This may teach 
us whar aneye we had need have over our ſelves 
even in the practiſe of the beſt things, becauſe no-/ 
thing is more eafie,by reaſon of che deceirfulneſſe of 
our hearts,than to mixe\ſomething of the extreames 
with the meane ; ſo that we can hardly bee angry

among their bloody and boyſterous deeds, how 
he yoaks cheir tycing rongues, wich their terrifying 
ſtones,ſawes, (words, If chen io ſuch a cafe we can 
(ay wich Þ ariel, O Kine, keep thy gifts to thy ſelfe - 
and with the Figetree and Olive, ſpall T leave my 
ſweetweſſe my fatneſſe toraignes it forthe conſcience 
of the truth , we can neple& proffered profirs, the

When the Judges ſeemed more difficalc, 
chen they uſed great liberty and boldnels of ſpeech, 
and ſpake roundly to them ; bur when once they

might be ſhewed in onr other affetions. Of them 
then take we through notice, we will righrly j:dge 
of our own hearrs. Doeſt thou feele that Chriſt is 
thy greateſt joy, ſin thy greateſt ſorrow, that when 
chon canſt not feele the preſence of the ſpirit in thy 
heart, thou goeft mourning, notwithſtanding all 
other comfort ? afſuredly as the holy Martyr ſaid, 
If thou wert not a wedding childe,thou couldeſt never 
ſo heartily mourn for the abſence of the Bridegroome. 
Bur alas, if we examine onr ſelves by this note, how 
much imperfection ſhall we diſcover in our ſelves?

&& Fer this diſcovery by the meanes, wee muſt 
F2\S lay onr hearts to the rule ofthe word, and 
ww cximine them by thoſe notes which there 
aregiven of an upright and fincere hearr. And thoſe 
are many : I will name onely five. 

1 A fincere heart is an hnmbl/e heart, An hypo-! 
criricall heart is alwaies proud, and vaine-glorious: 
As inthe Phariſees, Hat.s, And therefore our Sa- 
viour ſaid to them, How can zee believe when yee ſeeke 
glory one of another? And fo in Simon Mages ſecking 
his own praiſe and profit, in the deſireof the Apo- 
ſtolicall gifts: Whom therefore Peter told, thar 
his heart was not upright before God, In 7ehs like- 
wiſe wee may diſcerne the {ame ſpirit, when he ſaid 


2 Kings 20.16, £0 T01810b, Tr thy beart upright, as mine? preferring 


himſelfe before Tonadab ; Whereas ſincerity is al- 
waies better conceited of another, and very feare- 
full and ſuſpitious of itſelfe. And ſo it will make a 
Chriſtian when he ſees another,ſpecially a 1onedeb, 
to lay to himſelfe, Is my heart upright, ſo as is his ? 
| Again, Core, faies he, and ſee what zeale I have for 
the Lord of hoſts. Yea, bur ſincere zeale defires not 
to be ſeene of any,fave him whoſeeth inſecrer. The 
Phariſees deſire to be ſeene of men, becauſe they 
ſcek the praiſe of men. Their lamps will not burne 
without this oyle.. Wind-milstheyare , which will 
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not turn about to do any good ſervice, without the 
winde of mens praiſes. Hence ir is that they have 
licele zeale in prayer, unlefle ic be in publike , thar 
ſo oftenration and vaine-glory may warme their 
hearts, As in faſting once 1t fared with one thar in 
* che Monaſtery could faſt whole daies together with 
bt ale , butin the deſart he could nor hold our untill 
noone,bur bis belly would crave preſently. Where- 
ofwhen he demanded the reaſon, this anſwer was 
þ returnedhim, that in the Monaſtery the praiſe of 
men was iaſtead of meat to him, he fed there upon 
ic, which ſuſtenance failing him in the defare, his fa- 
; ſting ſtrength allo failed. But unto fincerivy,her very 
7 obedience it ſelfe is meat and drink, Toh 4. 3 4. In 
other works, the worker muſt have mear.or elſe he 


3 will not hold out in his work, Bur unto ſincericy,her 
j very works is her zeat. Hypocriſie, which is ſoone 
þ ryred at this work, wichout the refreſhment of hu- 


mane praiſes, well may- ir ſeeke for publike thea- 
rers : But ſiacericie hides ir ſelfe in the cloſer,and as 
in prayer, ſo ig all good duties ſhuts the doore. 

And as the fincere heart is humbled in regard of 
the end whereat it aimes in doing any good, namely 
Gods glory,not daring in any thing to ſeek ir ſelfe ; 
ſo alſo in the manner of doing, not daringco traſt ir 
ſelfe, but affeted wich a through ſenſe of irs own in- 
| irmirie,ir reſterh ic ſelfe wholly upon the power of 
God, to be perfeedin her weakneſſe. Peter there 
fore in that wherein his heart was unſound , and de- 
ceirfull, ſhewed this ſpirit of pride, and vaine confi- 
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[dence in himſelfe. For hee conld nor think that 
|ſtcengrh wherby he chonght to ſtand was of Chritt ; 


| becauſe | 
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becauſe Chriſt flatly denied him his ftreagrh, and | 


Peter never prayed for it, And yet lo,how confident 
he was ? Thoxgh all men, yet not I; as though there 
had beene more in him, than in any other. Yea, he 


conrradicted Chrift,admoniſhing him of his frailty, : 
andas Marke notes, the more Chriſt warned him, | 


che more confident and peremptory he was. 
Laſtly,afcer the doing of every good thing,ſinceri- 
:y ftill remaines humble,& when men would Deifie 
ns, it will got accept of any ſuch honours, bur ſends 
them back ro the Lord,as In D anze},& the Apoſtles. 
And thus, if we be fincere in all things we do, there 
muſt be humility, prepoſed in regard of the ezd wee 
muſt look atzoppoſed, in regard of the manner of do- 
ing; 7zzpoſed, after we have done,as a curb to reſtrain 


us leſt we rejoyce notin the Lord butin our ſelves. | 


ObjeF, Burt this is a hard ſaying, will ſome ſay 
and if the cauſe be this, who then can be ſincere? for 
whois there that is not tainted with pride, if nor in 
all, yet in ſome of theſe three reſpects ? 

Anſ. It is one thing for a mans eye to glance to- 
wardsa thing, another thing to fix and fully to ſer- 
cle irſelfe upon it. Thoughts of pride and vaine- 
glory may r#ſþinto the heart of a ſincere Chriſti. 
an;they reſt onely in the heart of an hypocrite, who 
is ſer on work onely by them in all his aGtions, and 
ſeeks only to give contentment ro them. 

I adde further, if ſincerity bee not humble in this 
firſt kinde of humility, yer atthe leaſtir is humble 
in an efter-hnmility.' fir have been over-ſeene in the 
doing of any thing in pride, it is twice as humble af- 
rerward, becauſe it was not haumble.A notable diffe- 
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rence berwixt ſincerity and hypocrifie. There may 
be ſome kind of humility in hypocriſfie, and of pride 
in ſincerity : but hypoctriſies humility is followed 
wich pride,and(incerities pride wich humility. This

later humilicy is the better. And hereonely it Is | 


(eemly for vertue tocome behinde vice. Hyprocriſic 
is proud becauſe it is humble: Sineerity is humble 
becauſe ir is proude.

 fiacere heart there muſt be eicher the fore-humility 


or the after-bumilitywhich is the moreſevere ofthe

ner,or elſe the correFing-humility forthe erroneous 
manner of doing. If wee can follow the ſwing and 
ſway of our own. proud and-vaine-glorious affe&i- 
ons, withour all reſpe&tof Gods glory,and yet never 
be truly humbled afcerward : this is palpable hy- 
pocrifie, we have not ſo much as the leaſt drachme 
of ſftaceriry : Which is many times more humbled 
for ſuch mixcures, and defilements of good works, 
than for ſome works ſimply evillin themſelves.

6 The ſpecial! hatred andantipathie that is in 
God againſt deccitfulnefle , fhould be a ſtrong mo- 
tive unto ſinceritie, There can be ro rnion betwixt 
God and the hypocrite, in regard of the great dil- 
ſimilicude of diſpoſitions. God is ſingle z and hee 
is dcuble; having a hearr and and a heart,and there- 
fore cannot be as Davis, a man according to Gods 
heart, The hypocrice is crooked , and God is 
[trajight : And how will you. compatt together, 
and make even ſtraight and crooked £ How can 
chere bee friendſhip betwixr them that are every 


| way of contrary diſpoſitions ? But where there is 


likenefſe of manners, there eaſily will hearts be glu- 
ed and riveted together. Now the uprighe in 
heart are according to Gods own heart, and rhere- 
fore as Solomos layes, they are his a:1t2ht, The Lord 
(oloverh the truth ia the inward parts, that hee

ſuch as know thy teſtimonies iramediately addeth an- 
other Pcayer : Let my heart be upright inthy ſtatutes, 
that I may never be aſhamed. lnſinuaring chereby,that 
he ſhould bee unfit for the company of Gods chil- 
dren,unlefſe his heart were upcighr. As therefore in 
che former ſpeech he prayed for the company ofthe 
godly, ſo in the later, for that which might make 
him meet for their company, ſo that he mighr hold 
out in that blefſed fe)lowſhip withour being aſha-| 
med,when inthe end for want of ſincerity he ſhould | 
be ſhaken off by his companions: And againe, the ' 
ſame Prophet, deſcribing whar kinde of Court hee |

ven as the reaſon of 7ohn the Baptiſts ſo great ſuc- 
ceſle in converſion of Sotils,becauſe he ſhould have 
the ſound and powerfull (pirit of E/z2s. He ſhall con- 
vert,ſaith the Angel, to Zachary many of. the children 
of Iſrael totheir Lord God. Why fo? For he ſhall got 
before him,n0t in the ſpirit of hypocrite but in the ſpirit 
ard power of Elias, So where the good hand of God 
is noted in the ſucceſle of Eſraes journy,this reaſon is

want of ſuccefle; this would argue wanr of chazirie/ 
and judgement : bur to ſee the miſery of an hypo- 
crite inthe want of ſuccefle,& the happineſle of the 
ſincere profeſſor in the ſame caſe. For the one hath 
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comfortin the conſcience of his ſincerity:the other, 
is vexed and tormented with the guilt of his un- 
\{oundnefſe, and taketh this puniſhment as a juſt re- 
buke thereof. The unſound Miniſter, ler his paines 
be never fo great, his preaching never ſo profitable, 
| yer, if ir take nor, hath juſt cauſe to lay the blame 
not upon his hearers, but himſelfe. For well may he 
think with himſelfe : How ſhould I look that God 
[ſhould prace words comming from a corrupt and 
impure hearr,wich the attendance of his holy Spirit? 
But ſuch Miniſters, as in the _ of lucceſle, are 
privie to themſelves of their gwn ſincerity, they 
may ſay with Paul, 2 Corinthians 3.4.5. 1f our Go- 
ſpel be hid, it as hid to them that periſh. Why lo? 
For we preach not our ſelves,but Chriſt Teſus theLord, 
and our ſelyes your ſervants for Teſus ſake, Mark how 
che Apoſtle alledgeth his fincericy ia the diſcharge 
of his Miniſtery, 3s a reaſon of comfort, when ir pre- 
vailed nor, afluring himſelfe upon this ground , that 
the fault was in the hearers themſelves, and nor in 
him, or in his preaching. The Hypocrites ſuccefſe 
then is either none art all,or comfortlefle, and fo as 
i goodas none. For all the joy of his ſucceſſe is daſhed 
{ with the conſcience of his own hypocriſie. Whereas 
| the ſincere Chriſtian as he is nnderthe promiſe of 
ſucceſſe,and fo often hath it : ſo when for juſt cauſes 
Godſees it not fitto accompliſh this his promiſe,be- 
ing onely condicionall, yet then hathhe more com- 
fort in his ſwcceſſe/es ſeucerity,than the hypocrite for 
his life can have in his moſt ſucceſſefnl and happieſt 
hypoerifie. Yea,the ſincere Chriſtian, being a behol- 
der of his ſuccefle,often carries away all the _— 
there- 
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| thereof, when the milerable Hypocrite humlelfe is 
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left dry and deſticute. The ſuccefſe of a good work 


done in fancerity,is ſpecially comfortable tothewor-: 
ker himſelf, above thar it is to others. Contrarily , 


that comfort which is inthe ſaccefle of an hypocri- 
tical good work is wholly others, the workman him: 


 ſelfe hath notthe leaſt jot. HenceS. Pal, rhongh
